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1. The reply filed on 7 October, 2002, is not flilly responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The amendments to the specification are made 
incorrectly. 

Applicant should amend the specification by presenting individual replacement 
paragraphs, together with instructions as to the paragraph to be replaced, as well as a marked-up 
copy of the paragraph showing the changes. See 37 CFR 1.121. The reply of 07 October 2002 
lacks the clean and marked-up copies of the individual replacement paragraphs. Additionally, 
SEQ ID NOs: for the sequences in the figures should be in the Figure legend. In the figures as 
presented, it is not clear, for example, if SEQ ID NO:4 refers only to the sequence shown in Fig. 
7 A or if it refers to the sequence shown in both 7 A and 7B. 

2. The amendment filed 7 October, 2002, is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material that is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Figures 1-4. The specification as originally 
filed does not contain representations of plasmids pEWl-4. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
